WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The week has been an eventful one, judged by the 
importance of the happenings since our last review; in 
fact, it might be called a remarkable week. The long- 
talked-of and much-discussed Daily Tomato Market Re- 
port saw its beginning, as the decision was reached to go 
ahead with the plan on Tuesday of this past week; the 
Pea Canners’ Section of the N. C. A. was called upon by 
the Government to submit its version of what are stand- 
ards in canned peas and to furnish appropriate terms des- 
ignating the various qualities, and they met in Chicago on 
Thursday to draft the answers; and to us what seems 
somewhat epochical, a food commissioner has given his 
fellow-workers in all States, and the Government, a new 
thought in that “seconds” are not to be the dumping ground 
of the cannery, into which “everything else” goes that is 
not fit for the standards or extras was promulgated. For 
a quiet week in August that would seem to be a pretty 
good record, and it is worthy of comment, and each indi- 
vidual feature of it may well be pondered on by every can- 
ner in the business. 

The Tomato Market Report we have commented upon 
elsewhere in this issue, and pointed out its importance to 
all tomato canners, and we need add nothing here. The 
designation of pea standards and of the proper terms is 
an immense question, had to answer, and one which we 
would not comment upon because the committee having 
this in charge were to make their decision on Thursday, 
and it would at least not be courteous to express an opin- 
ion before their ruling was made known. Up to the time 
of going to press we were without word from them. The 
remarks regarding the packing of seconds quality goods 
tell their own story, for all canners realide that the pure 
food inspectors are now insisting that canners must not 
accept, much less pack, fruits or vegetables that are unfit 
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because of overripeness or because underripe. All the 
rules and regulations apply equally to the seconds as well 


as to the finer grades, and these will be insisted upon in 


every instance this season. This will undoubtedly call for 
a revision of practice in sume factories, and from the fact 
that the inspections and observance of all canned foods 
will be more rigid from now on, it is important that all 
canners be thus advised in time. 

Our crop reports, which are generous and filled with 
much good information—some of it between the lines, as 
it were—continue to show damage to growing crops. While 
this was being written a large canner of peas and corn in 
Western Maryland dropped into the office, and in the 
course of a conversation remarked that he had just com- 
pleted a visit to his corn growers and had been rather sur- 
prised and disappointed because he would not get as large 
a yield of corn as first expected. There is no question of 
a crop failure, but it is not nearly up to earlier expecta- 
tions, having been damaged by the high winds and driving 
rains of the past fortnight. Some patches were badly 
bent, and as much as 20 per cent. of the stalks completely 
broken off—and the gentleman is an_ ultra-conservative, 
as is shown by the fact that others reported as much as 
80 per cent. of the fields ruined, while other patches es- 
caped almost entirely, having only a few stalks here and 
there broken off. In checking off 35 growers he found 
14 would have a good crop; that is, at least two and a half 
tons to the acre, while the others would be poor. A ref- 
erence to the Crop Reports will show that this pretty well 
represents conditions in all corn-growing sections, and while 
the evidence of this is not affecting the buyers, who gen- 
erally refuse to place any importance upon crop reports, 
the packers of the Central West have stiffened their prices 
somewhat. In the East corn continued to be quoted at low 
prices, everything considered. The crop in this section is 
about ready, and the canners will commence next week, 


when the real effect of the adverse corn weather, all s2ason, 
will be noted in a definite manner. 


The tomato crop has made no progress since our last 
writing, and all reports seem to be tinged with blue, not 
alone in this Tri-State section, but throughout the Central 
West and in New York State. The almost daily driving 
rains, followed by very hot sun, have not helped matters, 
and the reports continue to come to hand of blossoms 
knocked off, and the vines lightly fruited. It is tou early 
to judge definitely of the tomato crop, for while there is a 
light crop in prospect now, the vines look healthy, and with 
a fair show on the part of the weather man they “can come 
back.” Secretary Dashiell’s report of the spot holdings in 
this Tri-State territory—delayed in receipt at this office, 
but printed in this issue—are a complete refutation of the 
reported heavy holdings by jobbers and buyers. The job- 
bers refuse to believe anything but that there are enough 
tomatoes held over from 1914’s pack to do for a year with- 
out any addition from this year’s crop. And it must be 
remembered that the jobbers bought heavily of these hold- 
ings against their future wants—-in place of giving future 
orders—and are now holding these goods. This is a fea- 
ture we warned our readers about at the time—the jobbers 


’ for a month or so. 


will not core into the market for new-packed goods with 
anything like the avidity usually shown, and the canners of 
tomatoes must expect to pack and hold their goods longer 
than usual. When the time comes for the filling of future 
orders, the jobbers will use these holdings instead of buy- 
ing new goods, and they will not buy more goods until 
practically the last case of their holdings is going out. It 
is going to mean the slow selling of 1915 packed tomatoes. 
Secretary Dashiell’s report shows only half a million cases 
of No. 3s, a remarkably light carryover for any year, and 
only 71,410 cases of No. 2s. Even considering the hold- 
ings of the jobbers, as above mentioned, it will be a con- 
siderable task for any jobber to figure that there are enough 
tomatoes carried over to supply the coming year’s wants. 
In fact, they would not like to think that they had to get 
along on these amounts. 

As for the actual canned foods market, there is no 
change to be noted this week from previous ones. What 
business is being offered on tomatoes is at very low prices, 
usually below the market quotations, but they are eager buy- 
ers when a canner is found willing to meet the price. Quite 
some business in futures has been done in this way—at very 
low prices—but the better and larger canners are not lis- 
tening to it. In fact, the quotations of the larger canners 
are still 75c., with seconds quoted at 67%c., though rumors 
report sales of standards at 62%4c. Corn has had some in- 
creased demand this week at market prices; but peas are 
dull and dragging. The packers are handling some peaches 
here, as the crop promises to he an unusually large one and 
is of very fine quality. They are mainly going into seconds . 
and pie stock, and at the low prices are being taken rather 
freely. Apples are gradually gaining strength in the face 
of a known short apple crop. String beans continue to be 
offered at bargain prices, though New York State canners 
are more firm in their opinion owing to the poor condition 
of the crop in that State. 

It would seem pears must be a comparatively light pack 
this season, as the crop is in poor condition everywhere. In 
view of this fact, the prices are very low. Other articles 
of special packing are meeting with their share of attention, 
but the general market is quiet, and the jobbers are not 
taking anything but what is required at the moment. With 
the opening of the active canning season on both corn and 
tomatoes here the canners will have their attention drawn to 
this, and there will not be as free offerings in the market 
In the matter of help, the canners in 
this section have secured about all they need, and generally 
upon the scale of 4c. per 16-quart bucket for peeling toma- 
toes, and at 15c. per hour for male help.

Buyers take no stock in crop damage reports—Buyers showing no interest in any line of © 


goods—Peas easy and dull—State string beans firm—Corn quiet—Picked up in this 


market.

New York, Aug. 13th, 1915. 
The Market.—Reports from some sections in Maryland 
and Virginia are to the effect that a good deal of damage has 
been done to the growing crops of.tomatoes by severe storms, 
intervals of excessive heat and long periods of wet. Brokers 
and packers are out with statements to the effect that pros- 
pects are favorable for a considerable reduction in the pack, 


and in a few instances packers have advanced prices on futures, | 


These reports have not disturbed the equanimity of buyers in 
this market, however, and a good deal of skepticism is dis- 
played. It is argued that there is likely to be no dearth of 
canned tomatoes, even should the total pack of 1915 be much 
reduced, since there is a considerable accumulation of old pack 
still to be disposed of in packing quarters. The Bureau of 
Chemistry at Washington said in a letter; ‘‘The matter of use 
of the term American in connection with the words ‘Petit 
Pois,’”’ and as a result you are informed that there appears to 
be no objection to the use of American Petit Pois on peas of 
domestic origin, provided the word American is given in type 
of sufficient prominence, and that the size of the peas conforms 
to the Petit Pois as recognized in the European trade.’”’ Very 
little interest is being taken in any line at present, buyers ap- 
parently preferring to wait until more definite information can 
be procured regarding the various crops. An uneasy feeling, 
which has been present in all lines of canned vegetables for a 
considerable time, still prevails. Buyers are only securing 
small lots and prices are in all cases in their favor. Quotations 
are low, and are shaded with regularity according to reports. 
No definite news of the damage done to crops by the heavy rain 
storms which have swept across the Atlantic Coast has been 
received as yet, and it is believed that reports claiming destruc- 
tion are to be discredited. Factors here are of the opinion that 
while some damage was inevitable from the storm, it will be 
much less than estimated at present. Authentic figures of the 
loss caused to crops will probably not be received for a few 
days. 

Tomatoes.—Tomatoes for prompt shipment are being held 
from 65@67%c f. o. b. factory for No. 3s, and from 47% @ 
50c f. o. b. factory for No. 2s. Futures are offered on No. 3s 
at 65@70c, and No. 2s at 47% @52'%c. Reports from grow- 
ing sections in the South are to the effect that due to severe 
storms and cool weather, the tomato crop will be greatly re- 
duced, and in a few instances packers have raised the price on 
new pack. Still buyers are not anxious, nor are they doing 
any great amount of buying, since it has been said time and 


again that the stock now in hands of the packers carried over 
from the 1914 pack will be sufficient to carry them over for 
this year. It has been reported that some packers on the Coast 
refused to pack any tomatoes this year because much of the 
1914 pack had not been disposed of. Buyers are skeptical as 
to the reports of a short crop and are withholding orders for 
more goods than are actually needed to cover wants. There 
seems to be no pressure to sell from packers on futures. New 
Jersey tomatoes are dull. 


Peas.—An easy and dull market prevails on peas. Stand- 
ard grades are offered at 52144c and 57%c laid down. Better 
grades are held with confidence on fancy No. 1 and No. 2 sieve, 
but buyers are holding off for a lower level. Packers quote 
$1.50 for No. 1 and $1.35 for No. 2. Sales have been made at 
lower figures, however. Reports from Wisconsin indicate that 
the proposed central selling plant is making progress slowly. 
There is a big pack still unsold. It is not known how many 
packers have signed up on the agreement. 

String Beans.—State Refugees string beans are held firm- 


ly on new pack at $1.65 for No. 1s, and $1.30 for No. 2s. No. 
3s are also held with confidence. 


Corn.—Corn is quiet and the market generally dull. Re- 
ports continue to verify the estimates for a good crop of corn 
this fall. All grades in the spot market are quiet, with only 
moderate sales. 

Spinach.—Spinach is steady, but not active. 

Beets.—There is a jobbing demand for beets and improved 
market conditions. 

California Fruits.—aAll lines are inclined to be quiet, with 
buying being done in a restricted way. 

Peaches.—The market is stronger on all offerings cover- 
ing California peaches, but there has been no advance here. 
Reports from the Coast indicate that peaches on the spot are 
firmer. The market is in favor of the buyer. 

Apricots.—Reports from the Coast indicate that the pack 
of apricots is considerably short of the total last year, and that 
some packers are refusing to sell water grades and seconds in 
No. 2% cans. A block of No. 10 pie apricots was picked up at 
$2.50 f. o. b. Coast. 

Pineapple.—Pineapples are getting a moderate attention 
on new pack Southern sliced at $1.47%, delivered, on No. 2 
extra fancy at $1.02 for standards. Hawaiian No. 2% sliced 
ruled weak. 

Apples.—State No. 10 apples are held more firmly on spot 
at $2.40@2.50 for best grades. Futures are not offered freely 
at $2.50 f. o. b. factory for fancy. Pennsy]vania stock is of- 
fered a little more freely. No interest is shown in Maryland 
No. 10s. Packers are reporting a scarcity of canning varieties. 

Blueberries.—Maine packers are working on the 1915 
pack. Opening prices are $1.22% for No. 2s, and $5.50 for 
No. 10s. New York buyers are difficult to interest at these 
figures. In Southern pack there is little interest shown. 

Strawberries.—There is little change in the situation, as 
prices range as quoted. 

Salmon.—Telegrams from the Coast confirm the earlier 
reports of a shortage in the total pack of red grades in salmon 
in Alaska, Puget Sound and British Columbia, and predictions 
now are for an opening basis on Alaska reds as high, if not 
higher, than was the case last season. Some of the smaller 
factors are advising their representatives at this end of the line 
a pro rata delivery on orders booked. Among buyers the opin- 
ion is that the opening price on No. 1 red Alaska talls will not 
be above $1.45. The shortage on 1915 pack sockeye is given 
as 25 to 50 per cent. There is said to be a short pack of hump- 
back salmon in Puget Sound. The situation is such as to war- 
rant a higher market on all grades in 1915 pack. Spot salmon 
shows no improvement and demand is slow. One lot of 1,000 
cases was moved yesterday of medium reds for $1.00, sold for 
export. Last week. witnessed the reappearance of an uncertain 
attitude in the spot market for salmon, which has been recur- 
ring at intervals for the past month. The effort to establish a 


firm price on any grade of salmon has to all interests been more 
or less of a failure and quotations which are given out have 
a wide range. This unsuccessful attempt to determine any 
definite level of trading has given to the market the irregular 
feeling, which became a prominent feeling last week. The im- 
pression prevails here that there will be little change until the 
prices on the 1915 pack have been named. 

Pinks were nominally quoted at 85c last week in the New 
York spot market, but here again an index range was possible, 
and the market was constantly shaded by sellers who had 
small lots to dispose of. Offerings were made with regularity 
at 821%6c for round lots and rumors were even circulated that 
80c was possible, though this figure could not be confirmed 
in any quarter. A few holders were inclined to maintain con- 


trol of their supplies at 87 %c.

It is 
impossible to obtain straight carload lots of one-quarter oil 
keyless sardines at the market quotation of $2.00 f. o. b. fac- 
tory. Straight lots are being held for $2.10 f. o. b. factory at 
the inside. The run of fish, according to Eastport advices, is 
increasing, with yesterday’s catch amounting to 125 hogsheads. 
The large run of fish is now due in a few days. Imported sar- 
dines are in small stock and holders are firm in their views. 


Lobster.—Lobster is strong at the late advance. 
Tuna Fish.—-Tuna fish is easy. 


Shrimp.—The market is dull, with little call for any grade 
except to fill out stock.

Reports from New Jersey say that recent severe storms 
have done a good deal of damage in the orchards, yet there 
will be a heavy crop of peaches. Pears promise to be light. 

According to some outside packers salmon on the Coast 
the opening price on this season’s pack will be high, probably 
higher, than last year. Buyers appear to be looking for a basis 
5@10c lower. 

It is said to be impossible to obtain offerings of quarter- 
oil keyless domestic sardines in straight car lots at $2.00 f. o. b. 


factory. The inside price for car lots is quoted at $2.10. 
Reports from Eastport say that the heavy run of fish is 

about beginning and packers look for ample supplies from now 

on through the season. The run is two weeks late this year. 


Reports from Northern New York State say that standing 
corn has been seriously damaged by the recent severe rain and 


wind storms. Much of it has been beaten down and is in such 
a condition that it is ruined. 

An unconfirmed rumor in the market during the week 
said that red Alaska salmon had been sold on the Coast at 
$1.50 f. o. b. 


Reports were current in the market that in one or two 
quarters pink salmon was offered on the Coast at 70c f. o. b., 
and chums at 67%c f. o. b. 

A member of the Pacific Fisheries Society condemns the 
wasteful methods found in connection with the salmon packing 
industry. In 1913 about 410,000 tons of salmon were used in 
a fresh condition, and in canning, pickling, mild curing, smok- 
ing, etc. Estimating the loss in dressing these salmon at 25 
per cent., a most conservative estimate gives the enormous 
total of 101,186 tons of offal. With the exception of about 
7,000 tons, used in small plants, all of this was thrown back in 
the water, wasting valuable material and polluting the water 
from which the fish originally came. Not all of this could be 
saved, but some could be worked up into merchantable prod- 
ucts. In this offal are millions of pounds of salmon eggs. Al- 
though Siberia prepared 250 tons of salmon eggs as caviar in 
1913, only about 24,000 pounds were prepared upon the Pacific 
Coast of America during the same period. 

The balance of the offal would make excellent fertilizer 
and oil. A few people have blamed the cannerymen for not 
having done this years ago, but they must be acquitted of most 
of the blame. In the East the preparation of fish scrap and 
oil from non-edible species is an old and important industry 
and large plants have been established. On this Coast, where 
non-edible species are rare, fish offal has been the usual source 
of supply, and as packing establishments are widely scattered, 


large plants could not be utilized, owing to the general expense — 


of bringing the offal such long distances. 

A report from the Bristol Bay section says that the sal- 
mon pack there this year has been shorter than for a consid- 
erable time, and will not exceed 50 per cent. of a full pack. 
Behring Sea ports report that not more than 40 per cent. of 
a full pack will be secured this year. 


-and better than ever before. 


Letters from Maryland say that the peach crop all over 
the State is the largest and best for many years, perhaps larger 
The quality and flavor could not 
be improved. This is true, they say, in Maryland, Delaware, 
Pennsylvania, Virginia and New Jersey. Good fruit is certain 
from all over these States. 


Around Moorestown, N. J., 100,000 peach trees are to be 
set this season. Those which were set some years ago and have 
come into bearing within the past two years show no sign of 
the former dreaded disease. 


Some New Jersey packers are refusing early orders for 
tomatoes because of the serious damage which has been in- 
flicted by recent storms. It is quite impossible to say what the 
damage has been, but in some localities it has been very severe. 


The pack of Chinook salmon this year will be about the 
same as that of last year, according to a report from the Co- 
lumbia River. The total catch was lighter than last year, but 
much of the fish formerly cured or frozen for European mar- 
kets has been canned this season, making the output substan- 
tially the same. 


The pack of Alaska pink salmon will be about the same as 
last year, according to one letter just received from the Coast. 

Southern packers have begun running on peaches, is the 
information contained in letters to prominent brokers here. 
They are putting up seconds and unpeeled pies and are ready 
for prompt shipment. Extra quality is due to come in ‘the last 
of the month, and reports indicate that the high grade fruit is 
the best which has been harvested in years. 


The 1915 pack of California apricots is reported but 30 
per cent. of the output last year. Early storms and later drops 
cut down the production very severely. 


Maine packers report an opening basis on blueberries of 
$1.22% for No. 2s and $5.50 for No. 10s f. o. b. factory. The 
indications are that the output will be normal. 


Joseph Durney, of the Griffith-Durney Company, San Fran- 
cisco, has written some of his friends that the total output of 
red Alaska salmon will not be over 1,500,000 cases, compared 
with 2,000,000 cases last year. 


It was possible to buy full standard No. 2 tomatoes at 45c 
for prompt shipment f. o. b. factory. No. 3s can be bought for 
65c, and No. 10s at $1.85 f. o. b. factory. 

A telegram from a packer says that the sockeye output 
will be the smallest in ten years. Another said that the sock- 
eye outlook is very poor. The pack to date is less than one- 
third what it was last year at the same time. The run of pinks, 
which is now coming in, indicates that the sockeye season is 
about over. 

William Silver, of William Silver & Co., Aberdeen, Md., 
visited the canned foods trade last week. He spoke very opti- 
mistically of the prospects for fall and winter business. 


W. B. Gore, of the Merrill-Soule Company, Syracuse, 
N. Y., was a visitor in the West Side grocery trade this week. 
He said business is improving in his vicinity and looks for bet- 
ter things in the near future. 

Two thousand cases of full standard No. 3 tomatoes were 
sold at 65c f. o. b. factory. 

W. T. Mills, of Charles T. Howe & Co., is home from a 
business trip among New York State canners. He reports the 
as for string beans unfavorable because of the poor 
weather. 


Sales of 1,000 dozen No. 10 State apples were reported at 
$2.40 delivered. Packers are higher in their views and make 
the general quotation $2.50 f. o. b. factory. 

According to advices from the Coast apricot packers will 
make short deliveries. A heavy demand has developed for low 
grades and considerable business has been done in 2% water 
goods at 80c and gallon pies at $2.20 f. o. b. Coast. 

Willard G. Rouse, of the Easton Commission Company, 
Easton, says of tomatoes that the month of August is the most 
critical time in the growth of the tomato crop, and that it wil! 
be remarkable if something doesn’t happen this month, but not 
to be frightened, since they are likely to recover all they lose. 


State white cherries in No. 2 cans offer at $1.25 laid 
down. Brokers report.a general improvement in demand. 

The California Fruit Canners’ Association has withdrawn 
prices on No. 2% seconds water pie apricots, standards, sec- 
onds and water pears, No. 10 water apricots and standard No. 
10 pears. 

A Maryland tomato packer writes: ‘It has rained hard at 
some hour every day this month, with intervals of excessive 
heat. Severe storms have afflicted the tomato section. No 
worse conditions for the crop could have prevailed. Some fear 
that the output will be greatly reduced from the early esti-

Indiana and Ohio not trying to sell tomatoes—The small holdings in the Tri-State not yet 


fully realized by the wholesalers—No demand for corn—The rumors of peas sold at 


very low prices cannot be verified—Some demand for goosberries—Rhubarb selling 


at low prices - Some good string beans. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Chicago, Aug. 13th, 1915. 
General Conditions.—The regular distribution of canned 
foods is not as large as usual, from the fact that the sale of 
tutures has been much smalier, and the shipments of berries, 
cherries, peas and other of the earlier products of the canneries 
are smaller than customary. 

Still it is known that the shipment of: most early articles 
has been late this season and jobbers do not always ship items 
singiy; that is to say, they having sold a retail grocer an as- 
sortment of goods tor tuture delivery, frequently wait until 
his order is completed ready tor shipment as to the assortment, 
or at least until enough items have been assembled to constitute 
a shipment of minimum freight requirements. 

‘Lhe future shipments ot corn and tomatoes will be made 
earher than usual, as many have sold futures against spot 
stock. 

Money is very abundant and cheap with our banks and 
wholesale grocers have no tioubie in getting all the money 
they want with which to carry stock and discount their bills. 
"the banks ot Chicago are, to a certain extent, provincial, how- 
ever, in that they have no rea! or standardized basis for lend- 
ing money on merchandise. ‘lhat is to say, they will not lend 
on warenouse receipts tor merchanaise, except to their regular 
depositois, who carry bank balances with them. No open mar- 
ket business 1s done in lending on merchandise as collateral, 
and such a thing as the sale of grocery commercial paper on 
the open market is unknown. A great deal of commercial 
paper, theretore, goes to the East, and nearly all the wholesale 
grocery houses ot Chicago have accounts in New York c.ty and 
carry balances there. ‘this is done not only as a matter of con- 
venience in relation to the issuance of exchange, but to estab- 
lish credit elsewhere than in Chicago, where the lines of credit 
extended are usually very inadequate to business requirements. 

Canned foods are not looked upon with favor by Chicago 
bankers as collateral merchandise upon which to lend money. 
‘Lhey regard the goods as to a certain extent perishable and not 
quickly convertibie and subject to important depreciation. 

Canned Tomatoes.—The buying for the week has been 
very small and the wholesale grocers seem inclined to sell 
down closely to the last can of tomatoes before buying more 
stock. ‘lhe break of Eastern prices last week from 67%c 
f. o. b. cannery to 65c does not seem to have had a reassuring 
effect upon buyeis, though nearly all of them took in a few cars 
of standards at the decline, “‘just to have some coming,”’ but 
they now appear to be waiting tor another break before buying 
more. ‘There is little or no warehouse stock held in Chicago by 
first hands, and altogether stocks for the time of year are small. 

Indiana and Ohio are apparently making no effort to sell 
tomatoes except for future delivery, and the inference is that 
their holdings are small. 

The most reassuring and confidence-inspiring thing that 
has been done for canned tomatoes of late is the count of the 
stock now in first hands in the Tri-States—Maryland, Delaware 
and New Jersey—which was this week circulated by printed 
circular among the brokers and wholesale grocers of the 
United States. 

The effect of this compilation and publication has not yet 
had time to “‘soak in’’ on the wholesale buyers, but it is sure to 
have an important and a beneficial effect. It is good work and 
quick work, and practically beneficial. The circular-letter and 
stock account of tomatoes now in first hands in the Tri-States 
compiled by Secretary Dashiel, a thorough and reliable man 
of long experience in such matters, is to be found on another 
part of this paper. 

Canned Corn.—The demand for spot corn is nil. Some 
strictly fancy Country Gentleman corn might be sold, but it 
cannot be found. A very good quality of Illinois standard corn 
can be had f. o. b. cars Chicago at 62 %c per dozen, and an extra 
standard at 5c higher, 

The reports in relation to the stand of the growing corn 
crop are not very favorable, but it is rather early to gather any 
information of a decisive or important character. 

Canned Peas—Indiana has marketed most all her medium 
‘grade peas of a desirable quality, and the offerings from that 
State are now mostly of sub-standard quality, or of extra stand- 
ard or fancy quality. 


The buyers tell the brokers about having made offers for 
Indiana peas and Ohio peas at 45c and 50c per dozen, delivered 
at Chicago, but no one ever hears of any business being closed 
at those prices, for if the offers are not declined they are with- 
drawn when the samples are shown, because the quality is unfit 
for human consumption and not quite as good as good soaked 
peas. 

Strictly choice Indiana or Ohio peas are being held at 60c 
cannery for threes sieve and at 55c cannery for fours sieve; 
any goods that are to be had for lower prices than these are 
not desirable. 

1 Wisconsin canners are selling some of their standard peas 

at 55c for fours sieve and 60c for threes sieve f. o. b. cars Chi- 
cago, on offers, and the quality of these cheap grades is supe- 
rior to that of the Southern peas to be had at the same price. 

There is no further news from the “Pea Sales Agency” 
proposition, as there is an effort.apparently to keep all news 
in relation to the progress of the effort secret. 

I haven’t found a broker yet who felt friendly toward the 
movement. They seem to think that it is an effort on the part 
of a rival brokerage concern to take their agencies away from 
them, and that the proposition is being presented to them with 
the hand of Esau, accompanied by the voice of Jacob. 4 

Personally I care nothing about the movement. I do not 
sell Wisconsin peas and have no Wisconsin pea account. What 
I write on the subject is to give the news. 

Canned Salmon.—It is being reported that the pack of red 
Alaska salmon is falling heavily short, and that the pack of 
sockeye salmon is likely to be the smallest produced for many 
years past. On the other hand, the pack of Columbia River 
chinooks is considerably larger than usual from the fact that 
the pickling and salting salmon interests, which sell their 
product in Europe, are this year doing but little and are not 
outbidding the canners as heretofore for the largest and choic- 
est fish on the Columbia River fishing grounds. 

Canned Cherries.—The supply of canned cherries from 
New York and other localities, which was expected to be quite 
short, seems to be sufficient to fill all future orders and to 
have some left. This, however, is not because of the crop being 
normal, but because the sales of futures were smaller than 
usual, and this same state of affairs applies to gooseberries, 
raspberries, blackberries and strawberries in cans. There is 
a demand for some stemmed gooseberries in water, in No. 2 
and in No. 10 cans, as the West does not seem to have packed 
sufficient and the East does not pack them stemmed. 

Canned Rhubarb.—tThis article is extensively packed in 
Chicago and vicinity, and the crop is abundant and cheap. 
Very low prices are reported by buyers; much lower than the 
goods can be laid down for from elsewhere. 

Stringless Beans.—The variety of green beans which Bal- 
timore is now canning and which is quoted as ‘“stringless 
beans,’’ is of superior merit, for it is, as described, almost ab- 
solutely free from strings. Besides, it is tender and a fine 
edible bean. I have experimented with them on my own table, 
and I prefer them to the Refugee variety of beans, and have 
found them to be of superior tenderness and flavor. There is 
a raw bean flavor about the Refugee green bean which requires 
that it be highly seasoned or flavored with bacon or cream in 
order to counteract it,but I find no such flavor with this “‘string- 
less bean,’’ and would suggest that its cultivation and canning 
be pushed rapidly, as it is going to be popular. I do not know 
where the bean mentioned started from, or how long it has 
been cultivated or canned. The first I ever saw were canned 
by the Blue Grass Canning Co., at Owensboro, Ky., and I re- 
member that I tried to sell some of them and failed, for 
though the beans were sweet and tender and free from strings, 
they had been permitted to grow so large that they were un- 
sightly in the can, and though they were good, they did not 
look good. The samples I have seen this season are of a 
smaller size, about like a number four sieve Refugee, and are 
certainly fine eating, Cooked with a piece of bacon, they bring 

one back to his boyhood days on the farm, when his mother 
used to send him to the garden to pick a mess of beans for 
dinner, and remind him of how good they used to taste when 
cooked in a pot with bacon. Hurrah for the Stringless Bean! 
It is worth pushing, and an edgidon of value to the canner’s 
bill of fare.

Tomato Canners’ Section of the N. C. A. Launches Its Price- 
Gathering Movement—Packers Producing 5,000,000 
Now Signed Up—Blanks Being Sent Out— 

Success Promised. 


After much diligent work and some discouraging delays, 
the Daily Report of Tomato Sales has become a reality, and 
the plan is now in working order. After the meeting of the 
Canned Goods Exchange at the Hotel Emerson on Tuesday, 
August 10th, there was held a special session of the Tomato 
Section of the N. C. A., with nearly all the members of the 
executive committee of that Section present, with the excep- 
tion of the Chairman, Mr. H. L. Cannon, who because of in- 
juries is confined to his home. There were also present Pres- 
dent Numsen and Secretary Gorrell. 

As the efforts to secure endorsements to this proposed 
Market report showed the names of packers annually produc- 
ing at least 5,000,000 cases of tomatoes, it was deemed far 
enough advanced to begin the work, and it was accordingly 
decided to do so. Every point looking towards the smooth 
working of the plan was considered and acted upon, and an 
official blank adopted. Every subscribing member will be fur- 
nished with a supply of these blanks, and he will be asked to 
fill in any sales made during the day, with prices and terms, 
and then forward to the National Canners’ Association at 
Washington. There will be no names signed to these reports, 
but merely a number, previously assigned to the member, and 
the identity of which will be known only to Secretary Gorrell 
and the member. There will be no mention whatever as to 
whom the goods were sold, nothing reported but the number 
of cases, whether spots or future tomatoes, the price and how 
sold, whether f. o. b. factory or freight allowed, etc. The fol- 
lowing sample or model blank, showing how the packers will 
fill in the sales made will give a good idea of just what will be 
done, and how. In the official blank as now adopted there are 
some slight changes from this copy, which was made from one 
of the first sample blanks, but mainly in the grouping of the 
States, the essential features remaining as here shown:

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Upon receipt of the daily reports from members, Secre- 


- tary Gorrell will have the sales compiled and issue, every even- 


ing, a complete summary of all transactions. - The sales will be 
reported by groups, as given at the bottom of the blank, and 
we may suppose will very closely resemble the above saniple 
blank, except that the number of 1,000 casé sales, the number 
of 850 case sales, ete., will be statéd. Thiis, for instance, if 
there had been reported five sales of standard No. 3 tomatoes, 
one thousand Gases each, at 72%c f. o. b. factory, they would 
be reported just that way; ‘‘5 sales, 1,000 cases each, stand- 
ards, at 72%c f. o. b. factory,” and if there were 5 sales at 
75c, they would be reported separately, and so on, for the vari- 
ous qualities and for each price. In other words, the compiled 
reports received from Secretary Gorrell will show the exact 
range of transactions in canned tomatoes of the day previous, 

Considering the small individual cost to obtain such ex- 
cellent and enlightened information we cannot but wonder that 
any tomato canner hesitates to join the movement. He can- 
not possibly betray his personal business in giving this infor- 
mation, and he will receive in return an amount of reliable, up- 
to-the-minute information of just what is taking place in the 
tomato market that has never been equalled before, and is not 
obtainable now at any price. The number reporting—using 
the system—is now so large a proportion of the whole pack 
that the members will receive information from the men who 
actually control the tomato market; or at least have the most 
influence upon the tomato market. The largest tomato canners 
are members, and every day new members are coming in. The 
wise canner will begin at the beginning and have all these re- 


ports reach him, so that he will be in touch with every move- 
ment. 


The plan is a gamble, if you choose. It cannot possibly 
succeed unless all canners signed up give it their hearty sup- 
port, and report each sale as agreed upon; but the members 
now belonging intend to do this. They are going to give it a 
good trial, and by working hard find out, definitely, whether 
the plan is feasible or not. Why should not every tomato can- 
ner give it this same support—try the thing once? If it does 
not work as its promoters expect it to, if it is not successful, it 
will be abandoned. The more who join it the less the propor- 
tionate expense to the individual, but in no case can it cost 
any man enough to cause a moment’s worry, for it is not being 
operated to produce a profit. The aim is to tax each member 
just sufficient to cover the cost of operation—the expenses of 
printing, compiling and mailing, stationery, etc., with no sal- 
aries or other incidental expenses; and when going full tilt it 
may be found that it can be conducted for less than now fig- 
ured. In that case the cost per member will be less. The 
minimum tax, as now set, is $5 per year and the maximum $75. 

In announcing to the Canned Goods Exchange the begin- 
ning of this much-talked-of movement there was handed out 
the following ‘‘Forward,” setting forh the proposition and urg- 
ing additional signers. Of course, if it is the big success it 
promises to be, every tomato canner will be eager to join and 
secure the advantages, but no tomato canner should hold back 
on this account, for it cannot be declared a success or a failure 
without a good trial. If the largest and best tomato canners in 
the business see in it a movement worthy of their support—and 
they do, for they have joined—others could well follow their 
example. What are known as the “Commission Houses’”’ have 
all joined, thus bringing into the movement the hundreds of 
small, controlled tomato canners of this Tri-State section. 
Write the National.Canners’ Association at Washington that 
you desire to be enrolled and in position to secure this good in- 
formation, and you will be sent the proper blank for- your sig- 
nature.

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REGULAR MEETING OF THE CANNED GOODS EXCHANGE 


. To listen to current remarks it would be supposed that 


all canners are as busy as the proverbial bee, canning the first 
receipts of tomatoes, at prices which do not return a new half- 
dollar for the old half; but a glance at the large table spread 
for the Canned Goods Exchange luncheon on Tuesday gave evi- 
dence otherwise. We predicted, after the July meeting, that 
the table would have to be enlarged, but the result exceeded 
even our expectations. In July there were about 27 present; 
at this August meeting there were fully forty sat down and 
enjoyed one of the Hotel Emerson’s good lunches. President 
Kerr has injected the get-together spirit, and invariably fulfills 
his promise of something interesting and valuable at each 
meeting. 

Upon the call for business, after the reading of the min- 
utes of the last meeting, Mr. F. A. Torsch, as chairman of the 
Executive Committee, reported upon the matter of a general 
allowance of one-half of 1 per cent. on all canned food bills in 
lieu of ‘‘swell claims,’’ a practice that is followed by the dried 
fruit people of California. The committee put in an unfavor- 
able report, pointing out the great diversity of spoilage claims 
owing to the difference in the nature of the many products. 
In justice to all, it was deemed better to allow the goods to 
stand on their own basis, and settlements to be made as at 
present. This report was received and filed. 

D. H. Stevenson, chairman of the Commerce Committee, 
reported progress in their work upon the revision of the ac- 
cepted weights of No. 2 cases, and expressed the hope of an 
early adjustment. The railroads now take No. 2 goods at an 
accepted weight of 44 pounds, whereas in most cases the actual 
weight is less than 42 pounds. Traffic Manager Mr. Sheridan is 
doing good work along this line. 

As other committees had nothing to report, President 
Kerr read a most important communication from Food Com- 
missioner Dr. Caspari; calling the packers’ attention to the 
necessity of giving seconds goods as much consideration and 
care as the standards, extras or fancies. His expression that 
“seconds bear no special privileges,’’ by which he meant that 
they must be as pure food, as carefully handled and as truly 
branded as the best, made a deep impression. He urged the 
packers to so distinctly mark the seconds qualities as to make 
it impossible for them to come into competition with the better 
grades. He recognized the economic necessity of these lower 
grades, but pleaded for their true and distinct definition, so 
that the consuming public would recognize them upon sight. 
He urged the Canned Goods Exchange, as the sole organized 
body of canners in the State of Maryland, to get behind this 
movement, and asked the appointment of a committee to work 
with him. After some remarks by members that this letter 
should be placed before every canner in the industry, and be 
given the most careful consideration, the Chair, upon motion, 
was instructed to appoint a committee of five. Later President 
Kerr appointed this committee as follows: F. A. Torsch, E. C. 
White, Benjamin Hamburger, A. T. Myer, John S. Gibbs, and 
they will confer with Dr. Caspari in his efforts to carry out the 
pure food law of the State, and the sanitary regulations of 
which this Exchange is the father. 

Secretary Assau then read a letter from Dr. Lucius P. 
Brown, the Food Commissioner of New York City, upon the 
matter of the return of swelled canned foods. This letter is 
published in full elsewhere, and shows that the wishes of the 
canners, so long worked for by both the Exchange and the Na- 
tional Canners’ Association, have finally been granted. 

The new form of pure food guarantee being put out by 
many Western jobbers came up for discussion, and was finally 
referred to the Executive Committee. The departure consists 
in recognizing jobbers’ labels as well as canners’ labels, the 
buyers rightly contending that the packer is liable before the 
law if he places an unlawful label upon the goods. Under the 
contention that a man cannot be hired to commit a crime, and 
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thereby escape punishment, the jobbers want the guarantee to 
cover all contingencies, and in many letters urged the canners 
to be careful that illegal labels be not put upon the cans; and 
that if the labels, as furnished, are improper; to withhold them, 
and notify the jobber. 

Mr. Herbert Sheridan, traffic manager for the Exchange, 
announced the successful termination of his efforts to have the 
Interstate Commerce Commission revoke the railroads’ ruling 
that baggage would not be checked through to destination on 
what are known as split tickets, nor through Pullman sold, 
the Commission ruling that the railroads were in the wrong 
in such denials. This means much to the travelers. 

At this point Secretary Gorrell was called upon to speak 
of the Daily Tomato Market Report, which the Tomato Can- 
ners Section of the National Canners’ Association is about to 
put into operation. He explained that his office was ready to 
handle it, and he urged the canners as a whole to get behind 
the movement; to give it a trial for a year at least, and so test 
the possibility of the idea. He said he knew that many of 
them had signed the agreement to furnish the information 
and help support the movement, and that there were others 
strongly objecting to it. These he urged to put aside their ob-. 
jections—to try a thing once, and then if it was found imprac- 
ticable, it could be dropped as readily as it had been begun, 
and it would not cost much for the attempt. But he pleaded 
for a good trial, of as many tomato canners as could be gotten 
together, so that if it succeeded it would be a big success, and 
if it failed, it would not be because the attempt had not been 
well made. A copy of a neatly printed “Forward,” explaining 
the movement—and which is published elsewhere—was handed 
every member, and it was shown that canners representing 


5,000,000 cases of tomatoes had signed and were backing the 
movement. 


Mr. Gorrell further called attention to the efforts of some 
railroads to form a combination exporting company, looking 
to the combined exportation of canned foods, under one label. 
This is the German style of increasing the export business of 
any commodity—a drawing together of the small units into 
one big body, so as to systematize the efforts to increase trade, 
He explained that the canners would be approached on this 
matter and should give it their attention. 

With this the meeting adjourned. 


NOTES AND OBSERVATIONS. 


A New Can-Sealing Machine.—The Ameri-Can Sealing and 
Mfg. Co., of Baltimore, is a new entrant in the field of canning 
machinery, and introduces a new style of can-sealing machine 


of the sanitary type. They term the can a Lockedtite, from the 
fact, apparently, that it is an adaptation from the old friction 
top can, the new form of sealing by their machine being the 
novelty. In the old form the top or cap of the friction top can 
is held in position merely by the friction, or pressure, the can 
is, therefore, suitable only for goods not requiring hermetical 
sealing. With the new machine this sealer runs a groove 
around the lip of both the cap and the cap opening of an espe- 
cially constructed friction-top can, and by the use of a paper 
gasget forms a junction that is airtight and strong enough to 
withstand the heaviest processing. Baked beans in No. 3 cans 
have been packed and processed in this new Lockedtite can 
with perfect success apparently. 

It is proposed to build a large plant for the manufacture 
of this new sealer, and to furnish special dies for the making of 
the top of the can. In all other respects the can used is the 
regular soldered can. The officers of this new company are: 
President, G. W. Ruggles; Secretary, H. L. Rose; Treasurer, 
P. J. Prodoehl, and the balance of the Board of Directors is 


composed of J. M. Frederick, C. E. Stubbs and Kemp Hoen, all 
of Baltimore.

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popular seed houses connected with the canning industry, say: 
“We are getting a number of reports from canners to the effect 
that Wisconsin grown seed peas are packing much smaller peas 
in the cans, and making a much better pack, than seed stock 
grown under irrigation or from other sections of the country, 
as the Wisconsin grown peas are not so large or coarse as seed 
which was grown under irrigation. Consequently the pack runs 
a larger per cent to small, choice grade peas.’”’ There is a con- 
sideration in this that needs no explanation to packers of peas. 

Mr. Cobb Improving Slowly.—As we go to press we learn 
that Mr. George W. Cobb, who has been lying in the Rochester 
Hospital since the unfortunate accident of July 28th, is making 
progress, though slowly. It now develops that he had one se- 
vere wound in one of his legs, overlooked at the time of the ac- 
cident, which has been slow to close. There were no bones 
broken, as we before stated, but he was so severely bruised and 
shaken up that this, together with the wound just mentioned, 
has kept him in the hospital, and will possibly cause him to re- 
main quiet for some little time yet. His family is with him and 


he is being given every attention, and is as comfortable as con- 
ditions will allow. 


His fellow-sufferer, Mr. Harry L. Cannon, is still confined 
to his home, but able to attend to business. He has, tempor- 
arily, transferred his office to his home, and while the broken 
small bone in his leg is mending, he is able to keep in close 
touch with everything. It is a coincidence, also, that upon a 
second careful scrutiny of the X-ray—after he had left the hos- 
pital and been home some days—the doctors found that a small 
bone in his arm had been fractured. They immediately got in 
touch with his doctors at his home, notified them of it, and 


this is now about healed up. It is expected he will be out and 
about in a week or ten days.

PACKING LESSON NOT YET LEARNED. 


So much has been written on the subject of packing that 
it would seem unnecessary to again refer to it, but the follow- 
ing letter, addressed to the American consul general at Shang- 
hai and written by one of the best posted men in the Far East, 
is so pertinent that it is inserted in order to emphasize the 
necessity of paying attention to proper packing. 

I gave , of San Francisco, a large order last year 
and the packing was execrable. They shipped bottled jams 
and extracts as they might perhaps have done for Oakland, 
and when the stuff arrived here in fragments I could get no 
ne out of them. Naturally I am not repeating the 
order. 

When I have been on furlough in America and manufac- 
turers or wholesalers have asked me what openings there might 


be in China for their goods, I have always replied bluntly: 
“Not any, unless you are prepared to consider the require- 
ments of the market and pack for long-distance transportation, 
as European dealers 


Last winter I placed two orders of the same value for rose 
plants, one with a nurseryman in Ohio and another in England. 
The American plants were simply tossed into a flimsy paste- 
board box with a little loose moss, so that the box arrived all 
crushed and the roses as dry and dead as the hopes of an early 
Christian martyr. The English roots were tightly wrapped in 
moss, then in cotton, and finally in a gunny bag. It took them 
longer to reach me, but all were alive.——Consul General 
Thomas Sammons, Shanghai, China, May 29.

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EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The Daily Tomato Market Report—A movement 
fraught with more possible revolutionary effect upon the 
canning industry than anything ever heretofore put into 
force, was launched this week when the Daily Market 
Report of Tomato Sales was inaugurated. This dream of 
the promoters has materialized, or been crystalized, and 
the plan is now working. Needless to say, everyone, even 
those remotely connected with the canning industry, will 
watch with interest the outcome. There are in it the 
greatest possibilities of help and assistance for the toma- 
to canner; its success will mean the passing of the days 
of darkness and blind trading, and the dawning of in- 
telligent market operations. With the proposed informa- 
tion laid daily before every tomato canner there will be 
no excuse for demoralizing the market through low- 
priced sales; for the man who will deliberately sell his 
goods at from 5c to 10c per dozen under the market—as 
shown by the actual sales—is not only lacking in busi- 
ness ability, but in common sense. 


fall upon the faithfulness with which the members live 


‘up to their agreement to report each and every sale as 


made, giving the actual prices, terms and conditions. It 
is impossible for human beings to work together without 
faith, but the men now behind this movement have that 
faith. There will be any number of critics to point out 
the probability, of a Judas in the lot; and there is every 
certainty that he will be found there. But it is our belief 
and our experience that the average man is intrinsically 
honest in his business dealings, and we are just as certain 
that they will be found so in this case with the rare excep- 
tion noted. And that exception will not affect the whole 
and not prevent it from being a complete success. The one 
danger which we see is that in the rush of business the 
members may grow lax in reporting; may allow the mail- 
ing of the report to escape their memory. This would 
hinder the rapid growth of the plan, and must be guarded 
against. 

Tomato canners! The plan is now before you; the 
largest and most representative of your fellow canners 
have signed and are contributing as agreed upon. Are you 
going to work with them, or by remaining away work 
against them? 

The Wisconsin Pea Situation—Adversity is unques- 
tionably a great teacher, and we can see the resuits in the 
way the various branches of the canning industry are 
trying to protect themselves. Possibly it would be more 
appropriate to say that as ‘misery loves company,’ owing 
to the below cost prices now ruling on many staple ar- 
ticles of canned foods, the canners are drawing more 
closely together than ever before. If this adversity will 
have taught the canners a lasting lesson that in union 
there is strength, and protection, it will not have been in 
vain. 

The Market Reporting plan of the tomato canners 
is a decided drawing together, and the pea canners of 
Wisconsin and of New York have given good evidence of 
their desire to work together. Our readers know that the 
Wisconsin pea canners have wisely decided to stop giving 
their goods away, and as a consequence have withdrawn 
from the market for the time being. This action was 
rather severely criticised in our pages by“ Wrangler,” who 
seemed to regard the movement as an attempt to corner 
the pea pack; and this criticism called down the wrath of 
pea packers in every section of the country and in no 
uncertain terms. They conclusively demonstrated that 
there was very much fire behind the smoke rumor, but of 
a different kind to what “Wrangler” at first supposed. In- 
stead of being an attempted corner, the movement is one 
of self-protection, and therefore a most natural one. Mr. 
Frank Gerber, chairman of the Pea Canners Section of 
the National Canners’, Association, speaking of it, says: 
“The purpose of those interested is to hold their goods off 
the market until such time as they are needed at prices 
that will re-pay the cost of productiou, and there is no 
intention of attempting to inflate values. If such is the 
case, and if this is, as I understand it, purely a movement 
for conservation, then it would seem to me that it snould

And we heartily 
agree with him. Would that more canners might see the 
wisdom of such actions. The world needs all these canned 
foods, and will pay the price for them, if the canners 
themselves will stop giving them away to the jobbers. 
As the Irishman said “More power to ye, Casey.” 

Some More Goods Seized—Last week we called at- 
tention to the fact that the Government is very active in 
seizing and destroying goods that do not comply with 
the Pure Food Law, and we cited a large number of 
recent seizures. As the tomato carining season is open- 
ing, and as quite a number of these canners continue to 
try to pack tomato pulp that will meet Government re- 
quirements, it may be timely to recite a few more, even 
more recent, seizures of pulp and catsup that were found 
in violation, usually because they had been made from 
and cores. To any one familiar with the operation of 
skins and cores. To any one familiar with the operation of 
tories, it always appears strange that any canner would 
attempt it. Heating dynamite or smoking on a keg of 
powder are mild forms of risk in comparison with making 
good pulp from skins and cores as they come from the 
peeling tables, and Dr. Bigelow of the Research labora- 
tories has practically told the pulp makers this. There is 
no question but what the tomato meat adhering to the 
skins and cores is a good food product, and that to com- 
pletely discard it seems a wasteful, uneconomic act, but 
a man must be practically a magician to be able to sep- 
arate it from the skins and cores without taking with it 
too many germs which later develop a too profuse quan- 
tity of “yeasts and spores.” A tomato cauner will do bet- 
ter to carefully watch his peelers and make them get all 
the tomato possible into the can, and let the catsup maker 
tackle the greater problem. The greatest single saving 
in the cost of producing canned tomatoes can be effected 
right here at the peelers—and the greatest liability is to 
attempt to recover this loss through making skin and core 
pulp. Note the disastrous results here recorded, and we 
merely wish to add that even greater ones may be ex- 
pected from this year’s work, because the Government 
is going to be more actively “onthe job.”

Pea Canners Section Meets to Fix Standards—On 
Thursday, the 12th, there was a meeting in Chicago of 
the Pea Canners’ Section executive committee to try to 
decide upon proper terms and descriptions for pea labels 
as the Government wants descriptions which the public 
can understand and in terms that are thoroughly intelli- 
gible to the consumer. At the time this is written there is 
no report from this meeting. 


CANNED ASPARAGUS INNOCENT, COAL GAS CAUSE. 


A Philadelphia daily recently published an article alleging 
that canned asparagus had caused several illnesses and one 
death. 


Investigation by the Bureau of Publicity of the National 
Canners’ Association proved that the canned asparagus was 
good and the illnesses and death were due to the family inhal- 
ing coal gas. 

The family having moved into a house which had been 
unoccupied for some time, built a fire in the furnace and later 
partook of a light supper, which consisted in part of canned 
asparagus. During the meal the family were taken ill and 
about midnight one of them died. An examination of the fur- 
nace, made by a city official, showed that the pipes leading 
from the furnace to the chimney were clogged so that the gas 
could not escape. An autopsy performed on the dead body 
proved that death was due to coal gas poisoning.

INDIANA TOMATOES A SPECIALTY 
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Seattle Salmon Market 


Reported shortage in Red Alaska Salmon is causing increased buying—Good export move- 


ment—New freight rates go into effect—A new ruling on wharfage charges on salmon. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Seattle, August 13, 1915. 

Salmon.—The salmon market has been,very active during 
the past week. This has been occasioned in part by the strong 
probability that the pack of red Alaska salmon will not come 
up to the expectations of canners and brokers. Definite in- 
formation on this subject is not yet available, but there is a 
reported shortage of about 500,000 cases. In view of this 
buyers handling reds have been active in covering their re- 
quirements for the coming year. Exporters are particularly 
interested in the red situation, for regardless of the size of the 
pack, it seems almost a certainty that there will hardly be suf- 
ficient red fish to meet all requirements. The activity and 
strength of the red fish has lent firmness to other grades, par- 


ticularly pinks and chums, and may have a good deal of bear- 
ing on the prices that will .be named- next month. 


The pack on Puget Sound is not anything exceptional as 
yet. A good many fish are being caught and packed. The sea- 
son is still young. Packers believe, however, that they will be 


able to fill their cans and put up all for which preparations 
were made. 


There is a good movement of canned salmon by water to 
foreign countries. The July exports from Puget Sound 
amounted to 2,774,691 pounds, valued at $256,864. The ex- 
ports during July, 1914, were less than half those of the past 
month. While England took the bulk of the fish exported last 
month, that country’s requirements were not proportionately 
as heavy as for a number of months previous. For instance, 
in July shipments to the Philippine Islands were large, 
amounting to 576,000 cases. This market has been absorbing 
a lot of canned salmon in recent months. The month’s ship- 
ments were distributed as follows:

Total shipments of canned salmon by water from Puget 
Sound for March, April, May, June and July have totaled 


21,973,770 pounds. The customs office did not give out the 
figures for January and February. 


An important rate announcement was made here last 
week by the traffic officials of the transcontinental railroads. 
Notification was received from Eastern traffic headquarters that 
effective August 16th the rates on canned salmon will be re- 
duced to 60 cents per hundred pounds from Seattle and other 
North Coast terminal points to New York and neighboring 
points, and also to Pittsburg and Cincinnati territory, on a 
basis of a minimum load of 70,000 pounds. Traffic officials 
here were also advised that the rate on mixed cars from this 
territory will be reduced 62% cents, with a minimum car load- 
ing of 60,000 pounds. The reduction on canned salmon is 10 
-eents per hundred and 22% cents on mixed car shipments. 
The announcement was good news to salmon shippers, and also 
to fruit and vegetable canners, particularly since the rate ques- 
tion on shipments originating at North Pacific terminal points 
to points east of Chicago have been very much up in the air 
during the past six weeks. It is assumed that new rates have 
been promulgated with the consent of the Interstate Commerce 
Commmission, and that there will be no further hitch in their 


‘have somewhat the same impression. 


application. The reduction in rates cannot help but materially 
help the rail movement of North Pacific canned foods to terri- 
tory east of Chicago. This will be, of course, at the expense of 
the water carriers who practically enjoyed a-monopoly during 
the past season. A good many cars will move east under the 
new rates immediately they become operative on the 16th. 
The announcement was very pleasing to jobbers and brokers, 
since prices have been freely quoted during the past two 
months on the assumption that the rates were to be lowered 
by ‘the time the new pack commenced to move. 

Another ruling of the Public Service Commission of Wash-_ 
ington, made during last week, will make quite a little differ- 
ence with handlers here. The Commission has notified the car- 
riers that the filing of a tariff by a dock company does not make 
the dock a public wharf entitled to collect charges for wharf- 
age. The railroads have for some time absorbed charges of 
2% cents per hundred on salmon originating at Puget Sound 
and Alaska points, the concession being intended to facilitate 
in the distributing of the fish. It would look as though this 
will now be stopped. “SALMON.” 


SPOT HOLDINGS IN TRI-STATE TERRITORY. 


Tri-State Packers’ Association, Office of Secretary, 
Princess Anne, Md., Aug. 3d, 1915. 
(Received—Baltimore, Aug. 12th.) 
Dear Sir: 

This report has been unavoidably delayed, awaiting im- 
portant reports from a correspondent whose sickness pre- 
vented his earlier response. The bulk of reports from which 
this is compiled were received two weeks ago, and some of 
them a week previous to that, so that the holdings as herein 
set forth should be taken as of July 15th. Since July 15th 


many goods have changed hands which have not been reported 
to me, for which allowance should be made. 


I have not been able to get reports from every packer, 
but I believe I have reports from a greater proportion of the 
packers who are holders of tomatoes than of those who are not, 
hence the proportion of holdings*to the whole body of packers 
should be less than appears by this report. 

I find the holdings of 34 New Jersey and 124 Delaware 
packers, which embrace practically the total holdings in said 


‘States, and of 288 Maryland packers to be:

As might be expected, the three States hold the bulk of 
the holdings, as they made the bulk of the pack; but we submit 
that the proportion of holdings to the pack is no more than 
have been carried over in this section in times past, and is 
far less than some parties seem inclined to make it, for it 
has been stated that the carry-over would be upwards of 
4,000,000 cases in the country, and one party in the New York 
letter of last week’s ‘“‘The Canning Trade” made the statement 
that there were enough tomatoes in existence to last another 
year if not a single case should be packed this season, and we 
learn by this week’s Chicago letter that the Western buyers

The Extent of Acreage as Compared With Other Years—The 
Condition of the Crop At This Writing—The Prospects 
as Viewed By Canners Themselves. 


(Editor’s Note—Following our custom, now more than a 
quarter century old, THE CANNING TRADE will give its read- 
ers a view of the crop conditions and acreage as seen by fellow- 
canners. As in the past, we know that the reports which will 
follow in the weeks to come, and which are given this week, are 
made in good faith and truthfully report conditions as they exist 
at the time of writing. Better than this no man can do. Later 
weather conditions may change entirely and the result of the 
crops and packs may be directly opposite to present indications; 
in the event of such a change we warn those hind-sight savants 
to withhold their carpings.

Neenah, Va., Aug. 10th, 1915. 
The tomato acreage is about 60 per cent. of last year’s. 
The crop was in good condition, but the frequent heavy rains 
and wind storms have caused the vines to drop their blossoms 
and the blight is killing them. 


Caroline County, Md., Aug. 9th, 1915. 
We pack No. 10 tomatoes exclusively, and our acreage at 
all factories is about the same as last season. At this writing 
the crop is in poor condition, owing to bad weather this past 
week and from severe wind storms. We believe the recent 
‘storms have cut the crop 30 per cent. to 40 per cent. 
Kent County, Del., Aug. 9th, 1915. 
The tomato acreage is about the same as usual, and the 
crop is now in good condition, and gives promise of a good 
yield and pack. 
Cumberland County, N. J., Aug. 9th, 1915. 
Rains have reduced our tomato acreage to 50 per cent. of 
normal, although a full acreage was put in this season. Pros- 
pects are, accordingly, poor. 


Gloucester County, N. J., Aug. 10th, 1915. 
There is but 75 per cent. of a normal acreage of tomatoes 
this season, but the crop now looks fair. It is better, we think, 
than last year, but later in general. Our pack last year was be- 
low the average. We will not do much until towards the last 
of this month. There is some leaf blight at the bottom of the 
plants and the potato bugs were bad early in the season. 


Verona, N. Y., Aug. 10th, 1915. 
Corn is the only article we pack, and we had about the 
same acreage as usual this season, but it is now looking bad, 
owing to the heavy rains. The continued rains have prevented 
cultivation, and we do not expect it to exceed 75 per cent. of 
last season’s yield. The prices paid for corn in this section are 
usually 75c. per 100 pounds, husked, or $15 per ton, husked. 
They will average 4 tons to the acre. 
Cicero, N. Y., Aug. 11th, 1915. 
We have out 70 per cent. of our usual corn acreage, and 
the crop is poor, indeed. The season is4ate and there has been 
too much rain. The rains and winds have broken down the 


stalks, and we do not expect more than 25 per cent. of a normal 
pack. 
Duchess County, N. Y., Aug. 9th, 1915. 
We have only a small plant, packing about 5,000 cases of 
tomatoes and 3,000 cases of apples. The tomatoes have done 
exceptionally well this year, but apples will probably be not 
more than 50 per cent. of a normal crop. 
Willshire, Ohio, Aug. 9th, 1915. 
We are not operating this year, owing to the low prices on 
canned foods. 
Williamsburg, Ohio, Aug. 9th, 1915. 
On about the same amount of acreage of tomatoes as last 
year we have prospects for about 80 per cent. of a normal crop. 
We do not look for over 50 per cent. of last year’s pack, how- 
ever. Our season has been too wet, resulting in poor cultiva- 
tion or no cultivation, and as the fruit is lightly set on the 
vines, it will probably reduce our output to 50 per cent. of 


last year. 
Fayette, Ohio, Aug. 10th, 1915. 

We pack corn and tomatoes and have the same acreage 
as last year. The tomato vines are looking good, but there 
are not many tomatoes set yet, as there has been too much 
rain. We will have to have good weather if we are to get many 
tomatoes, for it looks now as if there would not be 50 per 
cent. of a crop. 

The prospects for corn are not very good either, and we 
may get 60 per cent. of a normal crop. 


Gibson City, ll., Aug. 9th, 1915. 
We have the same acreage of corn as usual, and the crop 
is now in good condition. 
Carlisle, Ill., Aug. 9th, 1915. 
Beans and tomatoes are not over half a crop, and apples 
will be about 75 per cent. of a crop. The excessive rainfall 
has caused the blossoms to drop from the vines. We pack 
only what we can sell at a profit, and if all canneries would 
reduce their acreage and outputs 50 per cent., low prices would 
soon vanish and the industry would prosper. Will the packers 
of this country ever wake up to the situation? Supply and 
demand regulates the market; if the packers continue to flood 
the market, they will be wrecked financially. 


Madison County, Ind., Aug. 9th, 1915. 
The tomato acreage here is 25 per cent. less than normal. 
Owing to bad weather conditions we would say that one-half 
the acreage is in fair condition, and the balance is_in poor 
shape. We look for only a small crop. It has been wet and 
cold all season. 
Greentown, Ind., Aug. 9th, 1915. 
The tomato acreage is 50 per cent. short of normal, and 
the crop is two weeks late. The continued rains, and recently 
hail storms, have hurt the crop quite badly in this immediate 


locality. 
Boone, Iowa, Aug. 9th, 1915. 

We have had some awful weather the past week or two. 
In Omaha there was snow — how is that for mid-summer? 
Here in Boone the weather seems to be favorable for a good 
run now, only about two weeks late. The corn north of here, 
for the Rockwell City plant, is late and weedy, owing to so 
much rain; nevertheless there is a dandy chance for a good 
pack. 

Roanoke, Va., Aug. 12th, 1915. 
and in poor condition. The weather and the blight have hurt 
them and the prospects now are only fair. g ‘ 

Vermillion County, [ll., Aug. 11th, 1915. 
The corn crop is 90 per cent. of normal on about the same 
acreage as usual, and prospects are fair. Early-planted corn 
is ragged and spotted and will ripen very late on account of 
the cool weather. Late planting is a good stand and very good 
growth, but in danger of frosts and the insect enemies of late 
corn. 
Deer Creek, Ill., Aug. 11th, 1915. 
We pack tomatoes and beans, and have the same amount 
of acreage as last year. The beans are good, but the tomatoes 
poor. On account of too much rain we do not expect more 
than one-quarter of a crop of tomatoes, if the weather remains 
Tomatoes are fully up to last year in acreage, but are late 
favorable from now on.

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The California Market 


Fruit Crops shown to be irregular—Shipments of green fruits light, allowing 


- canners to get crops at low prices—Light fruit packs being made—New 
freight rates in force—Coast Notes.

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 13, 1915 

Fruits Show Irregular Yield.—The California State Horti- 
cultural Commission has issued a statement showing crop 
conditions for July, and an analysis of the report indicates 
that subnormal conditions prevail®generally. Berries have 
been a normal crop in most centers of production, and figs are 
a good crop, but other fruits show an irregular yield. There 
will be an abnormally heavy crop of olives in San Diego county, 
while other sections of the State will show a falling off. The 
apple crop is below the normal, the falling off ranging from 20 
to 50 per cent in the different districts. The apricot crop was 
below the normal in all sections of the State, except in the 
San Joaquin Valley. The cherry crop was just about one-half 
of the average, some districts reporting almost a total failure. 
The peach yield is normal in the great districts of Tulare, 
Kings and Placer counties, but is light in others, the shortage, 
however, not being marked. In a few counties of the State the 
pear crop is up to the average of past years, but in the leading 
growing districts there is a shortage that will average 25 per 
cent. The prune crop is at least 35 per cent below normal 
and the plum crop is light by about 20 per cent. The demand 
for green and dried fruit is limited and canners are securing 
stocks of most varieties at the lowest prices that have pre- 
vailed in years. 

Light Packs Being Made.—Buyers are waking up to the 
fact that California canners are living up strictly to the an- 
nouncements made by them early in the season, that they 
would plan their packs in accordance with the volume of fu- 
ture business received by them. This business was compar- 
atively light and the pack that is being made is being cur- 
tailed, so that there is a possibility that some who are holding 
back orders will find that they will not be able to secure full 
assortments later on. The California Fruit Canners’ Associa- 
tion has put out a revised price list, and this shows a number 
of withdrawals and advances. These are confined largely to 
apricots and pears, but it is intimated that peaches will shortly 
come in for attention, present prices being entirely too low. 
An advance of fifteen cents a dozen has been made on No. 2% 
extra standard and standard apricots, halved, peeled and 
sliced, and 2s, water and pie grades, in the regular lines have 
been withdrawn; also No. 2% extras sliced. In the No. 10 size 
extras, No. 2% grade, have been advanced 25 cents; extra 
standards, 50 cents; standards, 50 cents; pie, 50 cents, and 
solid pack pie, 60 cents. Extra standard peeled has been ad- 
vanced 25 cents and standards 50 cents, while sliced has been 
advanced 75 cents in the extra standard and standard grades. 
An advance of 10 cents a dozen has been made in No. 2% 
extra standard and standard pears, while No. 10 standards 
have been advanced 25 cents and No. 10 water withdrawn. No. 
2% seconds and water pears are also off the market. 

Sardines.—Food experts have estimated that ten million 
cans of sardines are consumed in California each year, or about 
three cans for each man, woman and child in the State. Some 
of the finest sardines to be found anywhere are packed in Cali- 
fornia, and within one hundred miles of San Francisco. On 
account of the size of the local fish some people have expressed 
doubts as to their being sardines at all, but the United States 
Government has required packers to label their output as such. 
Sardines are caught and packed in California during the 
months of July, August, September and October, the run rarely 
lasting longer, and the plants operated are considered models 
of sanitation. In spite of the quality of the local produce 


packers are able to market only about 30 per cent of their out- 
put here, the balance finding a market in other sections of the 
country, and in our Island possessions. Fully 90 per cent of 
the sardines consumed in this State are imported, or brought 
from the Eastern States. The Home Industry League is con- 
ducting a very active campaign to extend the use of home prod- 
ucts, where price and quality is equal, and is performing a 
service for manufacturers that is of great value. 


New Freight Rates in Force.—The date of the effectiveness 
of the new rate on canned foods recently inaugurated by the 
railroads with the permission of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission is August 16. This new rate is 62% cents on canned 
fruits and vegetables, with a 60,000 pound minimum, and 60 
cents on canned salmon, with a 70,000 pound minimum. The 
old rate was 85 cents on both commodities, with a 40,000 
pound minimum. 

Salmon.—Opening prices on Alaska salmon have not been 
named as yet, but some business is being done here on new 
pack Alaska reds at $1.40 f. o. b. San Francisco. However, 
this is of comparatively light volume and but little real busi- 
ness is expected until prices are named. All of the advices 
being received from the North tend to confirm the earlier 
reports that a light pack of fish has been put up, especially in 
the districts where the best grades are packed. The sockeye 
salmon run in the Northwest has also been very light, the 
Washington State Fish Commissioner reporting that up to the 
first of August the run was 40 per cent less than at the cor- 
responding time four years ago, when the run was the lowest 
on record. 

Clams.—San Francisco interests connected with the clam 
packing trade in the Pacific Northwest have been advised of 
the formation of the Minced-Razor-Clam Packers’ Association 
at Ocean Park, Ore., through the efforts of H. A. Sprague, of 
Warrenton, Ore. Eleven of the thirteen plants operating in 
that territory were represented and officers were chosen as fol- 
lows: H. A. Sprague, president; H. G. Huntington, Seaside, 
Ore., vice-president; G. P. Halferty, Aberdeen, Wash., secre- 
tary-treasurer, and W. W. Kurtz, Hoquiam, Wash.; EB. E. Hem- 
rich, Aberdeen; Fred Sigurdson, Warrenton; H. A. Sprague 
and G. P. Halferty, trustees. A scale of standard weights was 
adopted and action will probably be commenced soon to have 
the close season lengthened from three to four months. 

' Coast Notes.—The American Can Company has awarded 
a contract for the erection of a new two and three story con- 
crete can factory at San Francisco, Cal., the building alone to 
represent an investment of more than $200,000. 

N. C. Sprague is planning to erect a cannery for the pack- 
ing of sardines, shrimps, clams and crabs at San Diego, Cal. 

The interests of the Johnson-Locke Mercantile Co. in the 
Winters Canning Company, of Winters, Cal., have been dis- 
posed of to outside parties and the cannery will now seek to 
place its output in the open market. G. N. Edwards will 
continue to direct its management as formerly. 

Good cling peaches are being purchased by packers at 
from $8 to $12 a ton, and it is announced that $17 a ton wil! 
be the highest price to be paid this season for stock in the 
Sacramento Valley.

Latest information from many sections of the country 
as viewed by the leading Brokers—The canned food 
situation as IT IS—Reports mainly by wire. 


BALTIMORE, MD. 
Baltimore, Md., Aug. 14th, 1915. 

Excessive rain storms again this week throughout the 
tomato belt have done much damage to the crop, but it is too 
early in the season for it to cause alarm. As a matter of fact, 
it would be a blessing in disguise to the whole tomato canning 
industry if through some act of Providence the crop this season 
were cut in half. The Western States report the same*unfavor- 
able weather conditions in the tomato growing sections there, 
while east and north of us the farmers have scarce fared better. 
With the exception of one week in this month, there has been 
very little of the hot temperature that we are accustomed to 
in this section, especially in July and August. While it has 
been very agreeable in point of physical comfort, it remains to 
be seen whether or not it is going to be harmful or beneficial 
to the crop during the remainder of the season. To date the 
vines look very luxuriant, but more fruit and fewer leaves is 
what counts most in the making of the crop. 

The sales of tomatoes this week were fairly active in lots 
ranging from one to five car lots, but there is still lacking that 
snap and ginger always prevalent at this time in the season. 
The canners cannot find a profit at today’s market prices, and, 
in consequence, they feel much discouraged. In many can- 
neries not a wheel has been turned as yet, and not one of those 
at work has been operated to more than 50 per cent. capacity, 
which means, of course, a shortage in their output as compared 
with previous seasons. It is not too late, however, to over- 
come this shortage if the crop, and the weather conditions, 
are favorable from now on. All things considered, the pur- 
chaser takes small risk of making a loss in tomatoes at the 
present prices. 

There was not an article in the other lines of canned vege- 
tables that could be called active this week. There was, prob- 
ably, an increase in the number of the small orders coming in 
daily for various articles, but there was not enough of that sort 
of buying to cause even a ripple, as far as the market prices 
are concerned. The bargain-counter prices for string beans 
and wax beans attract more orders for them than fo any of the 
other vegetables, and corn is in fair demand, both Maine style 
and Shoepeg, but straight carlot orders are the exception, not 
the rule. Low-priced peas are still wanted by the Eastern job- 
bers, but are hard to find at their offers. 

Cove oysters are dull, and the prices unchanged.

Tomatoes.—The country packers are now mobilizing their 


‘forces to handle the 1915 crop of tomatoes, which will begin to 


arrive within the next week. The crop up until about two 
weeks ago was seemingly in fine condition, and the prospects 
were for a good pack of tomatoes. Since that time, however, 
we have had severe storms and the rainfall has been extremely 
heavy. Reports are now coming in that the crop has been badly 
damaged; the extent-of the damage cannot be definitely deter- 
mined for a week or two yet. In the meantime, it is a buyer’s 
market, with spots being offered at 65c for 3s; 45@47%c for 
2s, and $1.80@1.90 for 10s, and futures temporarily neglected. 
The developments during the next few weeks will be watched 
with interest. We are reliably informed this morning that a 
number of packers on the Peninsula have withdrawn from the 
poe on futures until they can get a better line on crop con- 
ons.

There has been some very nice busi- 
ness booked on future whole grain corn, which, by the way, is 
gaining new friends every day.: The secret of its success is 
largely due to the fact that it is the natural corn, just as it 
comes from the cob, with nothing added except a little brine.

Indiana standard Early Junes are quoted at 
47%4c to 55c, according to quality. Prospects for the coming 
crop of tomatoes are very poor, indeed, and packers are un- 
willing to contract for futures, but at the same time jobbers 

are not inclined to buy at prices quoted.
